New York. March IS.—The life ot 


the late Grover Cleveland and its in- 
iluonce upon our national progress and 
mate-rial \vclfaro were the themes ot 
speeches by President Taft, Chief Jus- 
tu-c Fuller, of the United States su- 
preme court, and other well known 
public men at the memorial exercises 
in honor ot tho late President Cleve- 
land at Carnegie hall this afternoon. 
Tonight exercises will he held at the 
City 
college 
at which Governor 


Hushes, Senator Root and several oth- 
ers will speak. President Taft will at- 
tend the exercises at City college, but 
is not expected to make an address. 


Tho meeting at Carnegie hall was 


presided over by Mayor McClellau and 
tin; exercises were held under the 
auspices of the Cleveland Memorial 
committee, of which Francis Lynde 
Stetson is 
chairman. Besides ad- 


dresses by President Taft and Chief 
Justice Fuller, an original poem was 
read by Richard Watson Gilder. The 


• musical features of .the program we're 


provided by the Damrosch orchestra, 
supplemented by one hundred and 
twenty voices of the Lledercranz so- 
' ciety. 


President Taft arrived hero from 


Washington about 1:30 o'clock. Mr. 
Taft's address w,as not a eulogy o£ 
ex-President Cleveland, but it incident- 
ally referred to many public questions 
which were dealt' with 
during Mr. 


Cleveland's administration. 


Mr. Taft's Address. 


He spoke as follows: 
"Grover Cleveland was as com- 


pletely American in his character as 
Lincoln. 
Without a college educa- 


tion, he prepared himself for the bar. 


"His lite was confined to western 


v'New York. His vision of government 


and'of society was not- widened "by" 
•foreign travel. He was a pure product 
of the' -village. and town life of the 
middle states, affected by New Bng-. 
land- ancestry arid the almostphere of 
a.clergyman's home. His chief char- 
acteristics were simplicity and hon- 
esty, courage of hjs convictions, with 
a sense of public duty that has been 
exceeded by no statesman within my 
knowledge. 


"It was so strong in him that he 


rarely wrote anything, whether in 
the- form of a private or public com: 


munication that the obligation of all 
men to observe the public interest 
was not his chief theme. 


Had Remarkable Career. 


"His career was a most remarkable 


one. 
By his administration of the 


affairs of his city as its mayor he 
showed his power of resistance to 
and of overcoming the influences that 
made corruption, and negligence in 
city government, both in his own 
party and in the parly of his oppo- 
nents. His reputation in this regard 
spread over his native state of New 
York at a time when such an attitude

In size the city is considerably smaller than Fort Wayne, having little more 


than 20,000 population. Otherwise note the resemblances.' 


Burlington worked itself into the Municipal Ownership fever on a charge by 


the Burlington Light and Power Company of $80 per lamp per year for street, light- 
ing, and a 10 cents .per kilowatt hour rate for commercial lighting, with 12 to 14" 
cents rate in outlying districts. 
• 


As the. commercial lighting charges were almost as . low as those in Fort 


Wayne, .differences in population being-alloAved for, and the street lighting nearly 
as cheap, inasmuch as Burlington has 238 arc lamps as against our 418 in a city 
three times as large, the cases quite resemble 'each' other-. 
: 
; 


As an inducement to the city not to engage in an experiment which the Light" 


and Power Company foresaw would be a failure and cost the taxpayers—of which 
the company was one of the largest—a big addition to their taxes, the company-of- • 
ferecl to reduce the annual lighting cost to $65 per lamp. 


Had Fort Wayne taken counsel of its horse sense instead of rushing blindly 


ahead, it would have had a contract at least as low. 
- 


Now-, after three years of operation, comes the announcement that in its com- 


mercial lighting the city simply cannot get the business away from the company' 
because the latter has several times the larger plant, and the'city dare not- force V' 
reduction of rates below a certain point because the company could soon put the 
city plant "to sleep" on this line of attack. 


Docs this suggest anything in the Fort Wayne situation? 
In order, however, to keep the voters heartened up to'still continue a losing 


city competition with a private company, the Burlington authorities have announc- 
ed an arbitrary net cost per lamp and have simply declined to figure'any deprecia- 
tioii in the plant, although a coal storage has collapsed, additional boiler capacity 
is needed, faulty construction in foundations demands remedy, and other faults cry 
for expenditures. 


So too, there is no sinking fund being created to replace the worn-out parts 


of the plant. This cannot therefore, be figured into the cost. 


With $97.000 of bonds outstanding against-the plant dne in 1984-36, there 


should be $3,200 annually set aside as a sinking fund to wipe out this debt. 


In addition to the bonds there is indebtedness of $37,154 for whose payment 


no provision is made. Even if this should be allowed! to run for 20 years, $1,800 or 
more a year should be set aside to meet it, apart from the interest charge. 


Eeceutly an audit of accounts was called for. The report of Howe, Rose and 


Company, the auditors, says: "We find, after providing for depreciation, bond in- 
terest, etc.. that the department has siistained a loss of $7,132.29." 


The net result of three years of municipal ownership in Burlington, then, is a 


plant which is gradually wearing out, which has contributed little or nothing to- 
ward a reduction in rates, which pays no taxes, has contributed practically noth- 
ing toward extinguishing its debt to the city, which occupies its laud free of rent, 
and which, in spite of all this, has piled up a deficit of over $7,000. In addition it 
has placed the burden of cost for unnecessary competition upon the public, who 
will have to bear it in the shape of increased taxes and rates long after the muni- 
cipal venture is only a memory. 


Fort Wayne hasn't reached net results yet. But it will get there some time 


as it did in the cost of the plant to this date.

In response to my request Mr. Alex- 


ander gave me the following farewell 
message: 
"As Dr. Chapman and I 


leave for Australia 1 wish to hid a 
warm good-by to all of our friends 
who have faithfully prayed for us, and 
encouraged us during the past year of 
our united work in America. It has 
been a time of great blessing, and the 
Lord seems to be blessing our work 
more and more as the days go by. Dr. 
Chapman and I were talking the other 
night of the great blessing that was 
attending our work, and we both came 
to the conclusion that it was because 
of the prayer circles that were heing 
formed, and the earnest prayers that 
were going up daily for our guidance 
aud help. 


"Seven years ago I first visited Aus- 


tralia with Dr. R. A. Torrey. At the 
close of our work there, and two years 
ago, invitations were given me to re- 
turn for an extended campaign. When 
Dr. Chapman and I united our'forces 
a year ago it was on the understand- 
ing that we should go together to that 
beloved country, and everything has j 
since conspired to make our arrange-, 
mcnts happy and successful. 
If God 


lays it upon your heart we should like 
you to be one of thousands who are 
having a share in our work through 
daily prayers in our behalf, that we 
may lead others from darkness to light 
through sermon and song."

and thus have spread tho revival fire 
throughout this part of New England. 
At the final noonday meeting numer- 
ous visitors wore present from Massa- 
chusetts and other t.Tare:!.

Have you ever tried to eat an apple 


that has been stored in a badly venti- 
lated cellar? You know how it tastes 
It is not good. Sometimes we get used 
to such things and do not notice them 
and forget how a really good apple 
tastes. 


There Is a' cure for milk fever that 


may not be generally known among 
cow owners. It is simple but effects 
a cure always. It consists of a bicycle 
pump, a short piece of small rubbe 
hose a_nd a- milking tube. The hose is 
attached to the milking- tube and the 
bicycle pump. When the tube has been 
inserted in the udder of the afflictec 
cow the udder is pumped full of air 
It may be necessary to massage th 
udder to expel the air and then pump 
in more.- The end of the tube mus 
be first dipped in boiling water 
;reat care be taken that everything 
used is perfectly clean.

For the most part this disease ii 


brought cither in animals or Bklnv 
milk. In testing 1,562 herds of cattli 
in Wisconsin, 363 herds were found af- 
fected, and in 263 of these the diseast 
was acquired by purchase. 


There is plenty of data in both Den; 


mark and Wisconsin to show the mosv 
serious spread.of tuberculosis to .calvei 
and pigs from feeding the mixed skim- 
milk of the creamery. 


Denmark has a pretty well-entorcet 


law that-the skim-milk and.buttermilk 
must be heated enough to kill the tu- 
bercle bacilli (to 175 degrees Fahren- 
heit), and export butter must be madi 
from cream thus heated. 


At- cow or a steer may have this dis- 


ease a long time and be able to infecl 
a whole herd, and yet be in good flesh, 
even fat, and not show it by any. ex- 
ternal, symptoms. 


This was the case with the threi . 


cows slaughtered as an object lesson, ' 
The simple tuberculin test is wholij 
relied upon to show the presence o( 
tuberculosis, and it is nearly infallible 


Any intelligent cattleman can sooi 


learn to use it in his own herd, al- 
though he may .need to- report the re- 
sults to an expert for interpretation. 


The glow, unseen development of thi 


disease deceives the owner. It may in- 
fect the most of his herd and make t 
heavy loss necessary before he finds i! 
out. 


Science has shown a practical waj 


out and Dr. Bang was the first to dem- 
onstrate it in 1892. -It was not neces-1- 
sary to kill all the tuberculosis cattls;. 
That would mean enormous loss, and' 
such a law could hardly be enforced,• 
It is only necessary to completely sepa- 
rate the healthy animals from the in-: 
fected ones. 


Most of the calves of diseased cowi 


are born healthy and'if taken from 
their mothers immediately and brought 
up on milk from healthy cows or boiled, 
milk will not be diseased. 


Dr. Bang first did this with a Iarg« 


herd in which 8 per cent of the milch' 
cows and 40 per cent of the calvei 
reacted to the test, and at the end ol 
the few years the task was completed 
by selling the last thirty reacting cows.-. 


The test of 1907 showed the 211 head 


entirely free. from the disease. 
Such 


results have since been many times re- 
peated. 


In Dean Russell's first application o! 


it in Wisconsin he raised twenty-seven 
healthy calves from diseased mothers 
and built a healthy herd from thi 
foundation of'a diseased herd. 


The essential elements are the tuber-. 


culin test,'strict isolation.-food (as well', 
as stables) free from infection and the 
destruction^ of only, a few worst cases. - 
Sunlight and ventilation in the stable- 
are important accessions. 


The milk of a diseased cow does not 


contain tubercle bacilli unless the dis- 
ease is in the udder or has reached s« 
advanced a stage that the bacilli cir- 
culate in the blood. 


The Danish law' requires' that cows - 


having tuberculosis 
of the udder be 


killed, and it should include those-hav-.. 
ing "open tuberculosis" (in which the 
bacilli way be discharged through any. 
of the ercretory ducts) and those hav«, 
ing tuberculosis of the uterus. 


Tuberculosis of the udder may be 


present a month before the appearanca 
of the milk is changed. One drink con- 
taining tubercle bacilli is sufficient to 
give the disease to calves or hogs. 


The conference resulted .in the ap.-- 


pointment of a permanent committee 
with Dean Davenport chairman arid 
members representing the principal cat:

"The Lake Everett Thousand-Acre Park" 


is the finest proposition now before the public. 
The vice president of the "Winoua company at 
Winona Lake tells me that their iutcrurban rail- 
road -will pass through the park on the way to 
Fort Wayne beyond a.doubt. It is much"the 
best Jine for grades, and there are abundant 
gravel beds in the valley of Eel river between 
the park and Columbia 'City. Rev. Dr. Sol C. 
Dickey, president of the Winona company, with 
whom I spent an evening November last, said 
the road was sure to be built, either by his com- 
pany or some other. Another company is figur- 
ing on it, and very anxious to build it from Fort 
•Wayne to Chicago, and it is to that company 
that my beautiful "Lake Everett Park" (1,027 
acres) could now be sold for $200,000. Not for 
sale now. 


The high ridge south of tho lake would be 


iuse'd for a Chautauqua association, if the Wino- 
na company builds -the line, and the high lauds 
north and cast of the lake would be used for the 
ordinary summer park amusements. Thei'c are 
four lakes—Big Twi-Twce and Little Twi-Twee 
lakes, South Spring lake and Little East lake- 
all to be connected by a mile of canals. Work 
on the first 1,700 fcc't was begun last fall, this 
canal to connect South Spring lake with the big 
lake, which is half a mile long, quarter mile 
wide.

• South Bend, to whom trackage Avill be leased for 
the eight and one-half miles from the park to the 
usual connection with the city lines. Alongside 
pi this eight and one-half miles right-of-way, 
east side, will be a speedway for autos only, no 
horses allowed, the 'dust kept 'down by a sprink- 
ling tank car run at night.
